The House went into comm'ttee of the 
whole on the Graving Dock reavlutioas, ¥r. 
Saal in the chair. 

Mr. Robertson wished te move an amend- 
ment, which had fur its’ object, viz., to learn 
all that is to be learned on the subject ; at 
the same time he had to thank the hun. the 
Premier for his financial scheme. It struck 
him thata se ect commitice should be ap- 


' pointed to ascertain all information on this 


- eubject. He considered that the Canadian 
guarantee was sufficient ; but was ii not be-~ 
ter to abradon the £100,000 scheme, and 

> take up a £50,000 one, and construct # potent 
slip ; and appoint a commitiee to ascertain 
al particulars. A dock of this sort would 
meet all the requirements of this Province 
€-r twenty-five years. He feared the reeul: 
of passing the resolutions of the bon. the 
Premier would be to place the country in th 
Qame condition next year as at present. It 
should. be: constructed without delay. He 
reminded the House that Canada conceded 
the Dock term more reluctantly then any 
other; therefore an increased guarantee 
would not be listened to. There were other 
maritime Provinces as wel! as British Colum~ 
bia, and they would also have a rignt to ask 
for better terms. The terms are in the na- 
ture of a treaty. We have either to decide 
for ourselves, said Mr. Rober son whether 
the dock is essential, or whe her t is not » if 
it is essential, it is futile tousk the Cauadian 
Government to build it ; if it is not, it would 
be beter to pass a resolution at once, and 
sey itis inexpedient ty build a dock at the 
present tim. [A long discussiun ensued 
ppon the report as it appeared in the Stanv- 
av.) There is no scheme submitted sv far 
ne he could see ; but shou'd the negotiations 
succeed something would be done. The 
whole matter is this, the graving dock bur- 
thea wi)l be shitted. off the shouldera of this 
Goverament upon the Dominion for anotuer 
year. He boped be would not be though’ as 
advocating tne work because Se was a wem- 
ber for the constituency which was most in- 
terested. The hon. gent] man again advo- 
ented a sel-ct committee to enquire, among 
other matters, into the expediency of the 
‘ronstraction of a cheaper dock, and be hop: d 
to have the support of the Goverame.t, He 
gonciuded by demonstrating that no matter 
what the scheme proposed, the people would 
have to submit to a tixation, if a graving 
dock were to be canstru:t+d. The Hunter's 
Pojat, San Francisco, dock, cost bat $332,- 
000, and why cannot British Columbia build 
one tor there figures? These are mait«rs for 
a select commitice to enquire into. The re- 
solations would onlydispose of the question 
fer avother year, He moved that the com- 
mittee rise, report progress, ahd ask leave t> 
ait egain, in order to afford bim the opportu. 
pity of moving the fullowing resulution : 

Thata select commitice be appointed to 
wire into and report upon the best mesns 

ot building a graving dock at Esquimalt, the 
committee to:consict of Messrs. McCreight, 
Robson, Walkem, Robinson, and Robertson. 
Mr. McCreight supported the resolution. 
He said that when it was remarked that this 
-was the first practicable step taken towards 
the consffuction of a dock, he had expected 
te fiad some more practicable step taken by 
¢he present Government. He supported the 
select committee, The figures of the Premier 
were fallacious. The sum required for in- 
terest On £30,000 for the firat year is £1,500; 
second year on £40,000, interest £5,500; 
third, £30,000 additiona] to be borrowed, 
interest £5,000. He would propose to de- 
fray this by borrowing money in lieu of tax- 
ing the Province. In the first three years 
only some $7,000 or $3,000 « year would full 
on the Province. The guarantee would affect 
the followiog years; and in any one year 
there would not bea greater charge on the 
Province than $7 500. 1¢ would be said that 
at the end of the thirteen years $500,000 
would be the debt ; granted, The people of 
the Province should consider the debt but 
trifling, if they should bave soy opinion of 
the place 13 years hence, He next said he 
agreed with the senior member tor K-quimalt, 
that it would be futile te ask for better terms, 
Would the other Provinces cunsent to give 
them better terms? The Dominion Govern- 
ment knew what it was about at the time ; it 
intended to assist only, iu the construction 
ef the dock. The boo, member then dwelt 


| years, it would be foolish to throw up the 
guarantee aad forego forever the building of 
the dock. He always believed in the work 
and now two transcontineot:! railways ter- 
minating in proximity; would necessitate 
more than ever the construction of this work. 

He hoped the Government would consent to 

allow the matter to go to a select committee;

Hon. Dr. Ash said the first resolution wes 
that the construction was a national work. 
The British Governmeat, he said, would not 
allow their vessels to. use any but graving 
docks of first class, and the question is, ina 
graving dock desirable, [The bon. gentle- 
man spoke of the question as viewed from a 
neval\ standpoint] “When Briiish Columbia 
became a@ Proviace the Dominion Govern- 
ment became chargeable with docks and sach 
like matters, and it was the duty of the Do- 
minion to see these things carried out ; being 
the fourth maritime country in the world, it 
was to its owo intere-ts to construct the 
dock, Were a\dock in Esquimalt barbor, it 
is certnuin, he tontinued, we should have 
more men-of-war there. The resolutions of 
the Governmest were three-fold. Ivis urged | 
the Dominion Government will-not accede to 
the terms; but there was no one ia the 
House competent to inform bon. members ov 
that pglot. It was quite possible the Federal 
Government sould submit to an alteration 
in this term of union. The bon. the Provin- 
cial Secretary then went over the figures as 
submitted by the bon. the Premier; alluded 
to the profits of a dock ; the benefits to be 
derived trom Her Majesty's ships—considera- | 
tions to induce the House to support tte re- 
solutions. He differed with the Wew of the 
member for Esquimalt, chat a smaller dock 
would be sufficient. He should be sorry to 
think the Dominion Goveroment could not 
be induced to modify the guarantee, t:king 
into consideration the progress und changes 
likely to take place bere within the next 13 
years. 

Mr. Smithe sapported the latter resolution, 
the resolutions of the Premier being calcu- 
luted to shift the construction on the Domin- 
ion Goveromen’. The dock should no longer 
be delayed, and the next best thing to do, 
seeing that no feasible scheme was intro- 
duced by the Government, was to agree to 
the amendment for a select commitiee, He 
believed a first-class dock would not cost 
anything lke $500,000; it was stated the 
San Francisco do: k cost $382,000, and there 
is no necessity that one at Esquimalt should 
cost more or so much. The bon. geatieman 
spoke as to the difficulties in the construc- 
tion of the entrance to-the 8S. F. dock ; nest, 
he alluded to the profits alleged to be de- 
rived, which, if it were’ the cise, the matter 
shonid be dropped. But he believed it 
would pay net only two per cent. after 15 
years, but it would pay ten per cent. How 
could the Government ask the Dominion 
Government.for better terms in the face of 
t.e statement of a re‘uro of only two per 
cent. The bon. gentleman did not think that 
even $400,000 would be required to build the 
graving deck. All the resolutions of the 
Goverament were based upun the -upposition 
that thes were perfectly belpless to build the 
dock withont the further assiatance of the 
Dominiou Government. 

Mr. Robson replied, saying thet he doubted 
the sincerity of the propositions by the Gor- 
erament; they mennt, io his opiniou, a 
drect postponement of the question for 
anutber 12 montus. He would like to sre 
the question referred to a select commit- 
tee, ns proposed by the hon. senior member 
et Esquimalt. The hon. member was of 
opinion that not ‘one of the propositions of 
the Guvernmeut would be e: tertuined at Ut- 
tawa fle thought that Nansimo was far 
better adapted fur « graving dock than enht 
Esquimalt or Burrard fulet [No, no]; and 
tha its natural advantages would cause only 
about $25,000 to be luid out in its coustiuc- 
tron there. 

Mr. Booth said that as fir as he could rée 
any objection to the Government scheme, it 
was firot tint tuey were gojug to ask fur bet- 
ter terms; be believed the Dominion ought 
to construct the graving dock, and the Utta- 
wa Government kuowing such te be the cuse, 
had been the cause of so much delay in the 
consruction of the same. As to the other 
objection, viz., that of delaying the 
building the dock for another yeur, he 
would wish to kuow if the hon. gentlemen 
who had raised the objections were prepared 
to go whead and build the dock on their own 
respunsibility, be for one, as representing Lis 
€ nstitueucy, wus not. He did uot believe 
apy patent slip was capable of bolding up and 
accomed tia, a goud sized mau of war, The 
only reason why the Dum union Goveroment 
should build a graving dock here, was that 

here was a real necessity for ove, He could 

not see whut advantage could be gained by a 
Select Committee; a first class engineer had 
been of | te employ: d, and obtained every 
i:formato1 which they could wact, and Le 
did not tuiuk a Sclect Committee could beue- 
fit them one iofe. [tHear, hear,] 

Mr, Bua:ter offered sou remarks, saying 
that be ti.ougbt that even if the Province 
had to go into debt to buildti.e dock it would 
derive benefit from its indebtedness, He 
thoughtcreating this debt would be money 
well laid out; their bonds, it put into the 
European markets, would give place to ao 
inqnisitivness about Kritish Columbin, and 
the debt they proposed to incur would be- 
come the indirect means of her prosperity, 

Mr. Holbrook bad well considered the pro- 
position of the Government, and he was 
compelled to say that lovoking +t it from a 
general poiut of view, be was prepared to 
support it. The resolation of the hon. Pre- 
mier would suit them on the Mainland, and 
he had no doubt thet that bon. geutleman 
would do all ia his power at Ottawa to pro- 
mo'e its success 

The Hon. Premier said be fclt bound to 
call the attention of the Committee to the 
fact that although be was not tbe local mem- 
ber for Esquimalt District, he bad the inter- 
ests of the people there at heart, as their 
representative at OUttiwa He could ot 
agree with the proposition of the senior mem- 
ber for Victoria City, which would leave 
thei at the end of 23 years witn the onus of 
the debt still to discharge, It was strange 
that the. hon. member for Esquimalt 
should come forward and before 
fore that House introduce an evtirely different 
scheme jo the shape vf some sort of an 
ior patent slip, If they wished to u ilize the 
terms of the Government at Ut awa atall, 
how-could they go do except by udbering to 
the identical structure, a first class Graving 
Dock. He hd heard the learned member 
say only a. sbort time ago that he felt 
bound to see the conditions of the contract 
between Canada and British Columbia carried 
out io their entirety. The hon, member for 
Esquimalt hid referred to & statement 
which he had accused bim, (the hoo, Pre- 
mier) of making about, bui'ding the graving 
dock this year, now this he wished most dis- 
tinctly to deny, altho’ he had asserted that 
the Government would be prepared to come 
to the House with propositions which would 
place the country in a position t» escape from 
the buge debt of $500,000, and interest for 
nearly 25 years. He did not wish to sre the 
credit of the country so involved as to cuuse 

them t» borrow a large amount of money to

The Tribune claims to bave private advices 
from the West Indies ot a new movement by 
the Insurgents in Fan Domingo, which it 
thinks may prove hostile not only to Presi- 
dent Baez but to the iefant colony at Santa 
Fe. Two revolutionary ehieftains, Cabral 
and Luperon, hitherto hostile to each other 
have now hecrome friendly, and it is their in- 
tention to begin a vigorous united campaign 
against Baiz. 

Pitrsncaa, Feb. 3—Four boilers of the 
American Works of Jones & Loneghblia ex- 
pleded this morning; about three thousand 
hands were emploved at the time the accident 
ocenrred; the entire number killed is un- 
koowa; 30. were injured.

The Mew Ministry and the Old. 


Enoitorn Srampapo: It cannot be denied 
that the present Government of the Province 
have shown ability and determination to 
grapple with the various difficulties which 
beset their path upon accepting office. Day 
by day they have labored incessantly in the 
interests of the people, with a view of pro- 
ducing measzres not ont for the better gov- 
eroment of the country, bat also to replenish 
a waning and depleted exchequer, bequeathed 
them by the late Ministry, whose only desire 
seemed to be a wanton and extravagant ex- 
penditare of the public money, and the crea- 
tion of new and needless offices for their 
frieods. Publis opinion, however, bad at 
last overtaken them, in their iniquity, and 
before a second opportanity was afforded 
them, to agin thrust their hands to the el- 
bow into the people’s pockets, they died 
without a struggle, and thug they paszed 
into obscurity, after one year’s brief exist- 
efice ; pone too soon for the welfare and 
prosperity of the couutry at large... And how 
strange, too, sow, we find the senior member 
for Esquimalt, the late Provincial Secretary, 
state in his place in the House a few daya! 
ago, that if twenty immigrants were to come | 
to our shores, there was no land within the 
Province upoa which they could settle ; not- 
withstanding that British Columbia-is the 
land of foses, and tbe largest Province in the 
Dominion, excepting Quebec, containing as 
it does, over 45,000,600 acres of land, inhab- 
ited by a population of say 60.009. Aa ut- 
terance of this kind by one of the deteat+d 
Ministers, affords the public volumes of proof 
of the entire iocapseity, and want of calibre 
of such men to govern this Province, preg- 
nant as it is\with latent wealth of every imu- 
ginub!e description. The bon. gentleman, 
may bowever, ‘be excused to some extent for” 
making this unwarrantable observation, in 
asmuch as the knowledge of the resources of 
the Province is adm‘tted to be extremely 
limited ; and taking into copsideration also 
that bis intellect was clonded during bis 
fierce opposition to the repeal of the Courts’ 
Merger Ordinance ; he, with other two de- 
funct Ministers, being the only persons who 
voted against the abolition of this pernicious 
Act, the last vestige of the Civil List. It 
may, indeed, be very seriously doubted 
whether he wes not politically insane when 
he made thiz libellous statement with respect 
to the Province, and that the sudden loss of 
an office of emolument bad materially contri- 
bated to this sort of insanity, not the slight- 
est doubt exists in the minds of the people.

Ontario Legislature. 
LISCUTESANT GOVERNOR'S SPEECH. 


Torosto, Jan, 8ih—Atthree o'clock, the 
Lieutenant Governor proceeded in state to 
the Chamber of the Legivlative Assembly, and 
being seated on the throne, was pleased to 
open the House with the following speech: 
ar. sayy and Gentlemen of the Legislative 


I rejui¢e that in meeting you again to de- 
liberate on the affairs of the Province, 1 am 
able to congratulate on the costinued 
prosperity shich the Province has enjoyed 
during the past year. We have now had six 
years’ experience of the working of the great 
measure of confederation, which the people of 
Upper Canada frankly accepted, aad from 
which they anticipated mech advantage, and 
lam confident you willagree with me that 
their expectation’ have been fully realized. 
Ia some of its details the Act of Union may 
have dune less than justice to this Province, 
and incidents to be may hare oc- 
curred as in the first establishment of all the 
new Constitutions, set the effect on 
the local affairs of Ontario bas beea eminent- 
ly beneficie!. The administration of our 
local affairs is now in our own bands, and 
our revenue bas enabled us without taxation, 
not only to defray charges of the Provincial 

ernment, aod to afford essential aid to 
numerous railway enterprises and other pub- 
lic works and improvements, but also to ac- 
cumolate a surplus now amounting to more 
than four million dollars. : 


THE SURPLUS. 


The policy to be pursued with reference to 
the surplus will doubtless engage your atten- 
tion during the present Session. hope the 
existence of this fund wil] enable you to place 
on a sat fouting the debts owing to 
the Municipal Loan Fund and a: the same 
time to do justice to the rest of the Province. 
I earnestly recommend to your attention such 
measures for these purpusesas may be laid 
before you. 


RAILWAY ENTERPRISE. 


The works oa nearly allthe railways to 
which during last session you approved of 
giving aid have been prosecuted with vigour. 
Some of these railways have been so far com- 
pleted that they are now open tor traffic, and 
extensive sections of the country have by 
means of your grants secured permanent rail- 
ways which already exercise a most salatary 
influence op their industrial interests. The 
claims of other railways will be presented to 
you during the present session. I hope it 
will be found that without any uawise ex- 
penditure on the part of municipal corpora- 
tions, every part of the Province may at no 
distant period obtain railway facilities adapt- 
ed to its requirements. 


& DRAINAGE OF SWAMPS. 


The benefits which bave arisen from aid- 
ing the drainage of swamps and wet lands in 
different parts of the Province point to the 
advisability of your considering further pro- 
visions for bringing, by this means, into pro- 
fitable cultivation, an exteaded area of valu- 
able lands. 3 


IMMIGRATION. 


In the recess I have adopted additional 
means for promoting increased immigration 
vf agricultural laborers and others into the 
Provisce, and | am happy to say that I bave 
reason to believe that means taken will have 
valuable results during the ensuing season. 

EDUCATIONAL. 


I recommend to your careful consideration 
messures which will be laid before you for 
the improvement of our educational instita- 
tions, by providing additiooal means tor ob- 
taining teachers, g ving increased efficiency 
to the Council of Public instruction and mak- 
ing various amendmends which experience 
has shown to be desirable in our school laws 
A bill for the consolidation of the Pablic and 
High School liws, a bill for regulating the 
Technological College, fur which the Legis- 
lature has already made provision, and a bill 
for giving to graduates of the Proviccial Un- 
iversity a direct educational measure to which 
your atteation will be called, 

ASYLUM. 

Measures for the management of the Asy- 
lum for the Deaf and Dumb and for the Blind, 
will be submitted for your consideration. No 
provision has bitherto been made in this Pro- 
vinee fur the teaching of idiot and imbecile 
thildren, a class which I regret to learn, is 
numerous enough to require, on the ‘part of 
the Legislature, the same attention which has 
already been usefully given to other afflicted 
elusses of the popul:tion, Experiense ia 
other countries baviog shown that by proper 
means the condition of these children may be 
greatly amrliorated. 1! commend their case 
to your bumane consideration I recom- 
mend to your attention the propriety of add- 
ing to the institution under Government care, 
an Inebriate Asylum, where these unfortua- 
ate persons who, by long indulgence in 
habits of intemperance, have lost their self- 
control, may have tke opportan'ty of being

2. That the system of granting leases of jand 
for mining purposes should be abolished, and 
in liew thereof, that it sbould be permitted to 
Miners to purchase and acquire by Crown 
Grant, any land, of which, under the existing 
law, a lease could be bad, situate in Mining 
District, on the basis of five acres to an indi- 
vidual, on such applicant therefor proving, 
to the satisfaction of the Government, that 
the sum $ per acre has been expended 
on the laud applied for. 

3. That the right of intending purchasers 
shou]}4, prior'to the Grant being isseed to 
chem, be secured to them by a simple record 
in the office of the Gold Commissioner of the 
District; aod such rights should be. transfer- 
able.
